DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to the amendment filed on April 3, 2009. Claims 14 and 
15 have been cancelled. Claims 30 and 3 1 have been withdrawn previously. 

2. Claims 12, 13, and 16-29 are currently pending and are under examination. 

Withdrawal of Rejections 

3. The rejection of claims 12, 16, 18-20, 22-27, and 29 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, 
as failing to comply with the written description requirement is withdrawn based on the 
amendment to the claims. 

4. The rejection of claims 12, 16-18, 20, 22, 25, and 29 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Nakagawa et al. (US 2002/0197605 Al; previously cited) is withdrawn based on 
the amendment to the claims and the remarks stating Nakagawa et al. does encode a Gly He He 
sequence that is currently excluded in the claimed invention. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

19. (Currently Amended) The isolated nucleic acid sequence of claim 12, which contains 
a codon encoding Asp and Phe, respectively, in the position corresponding to amino acids 21 and 
22 in SEQ ID NP: 2 or SEP ID NP: 4.
